Brown expressed little ad­ 
miration for d'Annunz.io os a nov­ 
elist or dram atist, because he harp­ 
ed on sex problems, but she was 
lavish in her praise of him for the 
wonderful record he made 
during 
the war. 
His gesture at Fin me, fol­ 
lowing the war, which attracted the 
attention of the whole world, be­ 
c a u se he defied the Versailles trea­ 
ty and 
insisted that this Adriatic 
seaport should belong to Italy, was 
easily explained, Mrs. Brown point­ 
ed out, by his love of the dramatic 
—because he was not so constitut­ 
ed that he could settle down to the 
prosaic ways of peace.
